“The licenses, it is alleged, 
have been withheld because the 
operators “have failed, neglected 
and refused” to comply with 
rules und regulations of the 
State Division of Health. 

In each of three counts, a list 
of -violations found by the coun- 
ty health agency were alleged. 
It is further alleged that con- 
tinued operation of the homes 
without correcting these viola- 


tions is “detrimental to the 
public health, welfare and 
safety.” 


Homes Named in Suit. 


The homes named in the suit 
are the Pine Crest Homes at 
Manchester and Ballwin and the 
Fenton Nursing Home at Fen- 
ton. 

‘Violations charged were im- 
proper electric wiring at the 
Fenton and Ballwin homes, in- 

adequate nursing care at all 
three, improper maintenance 
of kitchen facilities and food

Action Confirms. Speculation 
Pair Would Not Return. 

VIENNA, Dec. 24 (AP) — A 
Budapest broadcast heard here 
provided the first word of the 
new development in the Fields’ 
case. It confirmed speculation 
by Western diplomats in the 
Austrian capita] that the couple 
would never return to the Unit- 
ed States. 

These diplomats said Field be- 
lieved he would be questioned 
in connection with the Alger 
Hiss case if he returned to the 
United States. 

Field disappeared in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, in May 1949, at 
the time Laszlo Rajk, then Hun- 
garian Foreign Minister, was ar- 
rested and accused of plotting 
with Yugoslavia’'s Marshal Tito 
to hand over Hungary to “Amer- 
ican imperialists.” Field’s name 
was mentioned during the trial 
of Rajk, who was convicted and 
hanged. 

Field’s wife was arrested later 
in Prague, while searching for 
her husband. His brother Her- 
mann Field, a Cleveland archi- 
tect, was arrested in Warsaw on 
a similar mission.

Opposition Strengthened. 

The opposition this time was

killed this proposal last Aug. 30. 

M.R.P. speakers earlier had 
indicatcd its members would ab- 
stain in the vote on the WEU 
treaty but the party decided at a 
last-minute recess meeting last 
night to oppose the Premier.

BOSTON, Dec. 24 (AP) — 
Dangerously flammable tinsel 
has been discovered on sale in 
various parts of the country, the 
National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation cautioned today. 

The glittering silver and mul- 
ti-colored strands which were 
found to ignite and burn in a 
flash of flame may be offered 
for sale, tightly packed in small 
packages approximately a half- 
inch square by three inches long. 
The association quoted Fire 
Chief Louis Marshall of Provi- 
dence, R.l., as reporting that 
“the tinsel distributed over a 
tree flashed and burned within 
40 seconds—a horrible thing if 
it were to happen to the Christ- 
mas tree in any home.” 
N.F.P.A. engineers recom- 
mended this test to household- 
ers who have already purchased 
tinsel: “Take one strand out- 
doors, far from anything else 
that might burn, and touch a 
lighted match to it. If it flashes, 
get the rest of the tinsel out of 
your house at once.”

Willie B. Davis, 21-year-old 
laborer, was shot and wounded 
seriously last night by a liquor 
store manager from whom he 
took $208 in a robbery. 

Fred Berger. the manager, 
grabbed a pistol and fired one 
shot as Davis, a Negro, fled 
from the Peerless Package 
Liquor Store, 4100 St. Ferdi- 
nand avenue. 

Davis escaped but two hours 
later rang the bell at the home 
of Dennis Hanlen, 7110 Emilie 
street, and collapsed when Han- 
len opened the door. 
| “I’m shot,” he said. Hanlen 
~~ \ealled police, who took Davis 
» | to Homer G. Phillips Hospital 
™ +| where he was found to have a 
' bullet wound in the back. 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker an- 
nounced yesterday he was flatly 
opposed to a city-wide increase 
in candlepower of street lights.

‘Long a Serious Problem.’ 

“Ths has been a serious prob- 
lem for a long time,” Matthews 
said. “Here in St. Louis county 
we are lucky we have not had 
some disaster or catastrophe in 
this field.” 


Wiring Requirement. 


Despite corrections, made by 
his inspectors, Roe haid, about 
90 per cent of the home in unin- 
corporated areas have an old- 
Style wiring system which, while 
probably adequate, would not be 
approved under the building code 
requirement that all wiring in 
such homes be enclosed in metal 
tubing. 

In homes that began operating 
before the buildig code was 
adopted, about the only defects 
that Roe can insist be remedied 
are serious wiring hazards. 

He is having a search made 
of county records in an effort to 
establish the exact date when 
some of these homes began op- 
erating. If they began after 
January 1952, and if they have 
no occupancy permit, Roe said 
he would ask for immediate 
prosecution. 

Penalty for illegal occupancy 
is a fine of $10 to $250 or a jail 
sentence of 10 days, or both, 
with each day of such occupancy 
constituting a separate offense, 
he said. 

In the last 15 months, Roe 
said, his office has rejected 30 
applications for the use of old 
buildings as nursing homes. Re- 
jections were based on viola- 
tions of the building code or 
the zoning ordinance applicable 
to unincorporated areas. He ex- 
pressed the belief that a num- 
ber of homes were operating in 
these areas without occupancy 


imum size, but a converted 
frame residence with few fire 
safeguards is limited to a 
small size. Many of the pres- 
ent homes are of the latter 
type and are well over the 
limits of the code, he said. 

Another failure to meet 
standards of the code is the 
use of open stairways to sec- 
ond floors in many homes, he 
said. The code requires that 
all such stairwells be fully in- 
closed, with doors at top and 
bottom. 

A third defect listed was 
overcrowding from an occu- 
pancy standpoint. The code 
establishes minimum floor 
space per person to insure 
adequate light and ventilation. 
Many homes are below these 
limits, he said. 

Finally, inspectors found 
electrical wiring violations in 
about 50 per cent of the homes 
inspected, Roe said. Where 
these violations were serious, 
they were ordered corrected 
at once and most of them have 
been, he added. 

Because most of the homes in 
the unincorporated areas started 
operating prior to January 1952, 
when the building code was 
adopted, they are permitted to 
continue without occupancy per- 
mits, he explained.

permits since some have been 
discovered only through watch- 
ing newspaper advértisements. 

As a result of the prelimi- 
nary findings of the survey, Roe 
said he would join in urging 
more stringent state regulations 
or a local licensing system that 
would permit the county gov- 
ernment to force nursing homes 
to meet certain standards of fire 
and structural safety.

Instead of a general statement 
that premises should be safe 
from fire, the regulations ought 
to establish specific standards— 
perhaps of the type recommend- 
ed by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, he said.

TS NURSING SOHOL 


St. Elizabeth at Granite 
City Is Short of 
Funds, 


The nursing school at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital, Granite City, 
will close next September, 
after 33 years’ operation, be- 
cause of lack of funds, it was 
announced yesterday. 

Mother Lucina, provincial su- 
perior of the Sisters of Divine 
Providence, Catholic order which 
operates the 150-bed institution, 
said lack of support from some 
of the larger industries in the 
area was at the bottom of the 
hospital’s financial troubles. 

St. Elizabeth is the only hos- 
pital in the Tri-City area of 
Granite City, Madison and Ven- 
ice. 

“The nursing school, which 
now has 21 students, has been 
operating at a deficit for years, 
as all nursing schools must, but 
we have now reached a point 
where the school quarters are 
too inadequate for further use 
and there is no money to build 
new facilities,” Mother Lucina 
said. 

“It would cost $1,000,000 for 
a new dormitory, with the nec- 
essary classrooms, laboratories 
and other facilities. Our pri- 
‘mary need is an additional wing 
'to handle the patient load and 
there is no money in sight even 
for that. ‘ 

“We recognize the shortage of 
nurses everywhere, but we sim- 
ply haven't been able to figure 
how to keep the school going. 
We will graduate our six senior 
students on schedule and try to 
transfer our juniors and fresh- 
men to other schools.” 

Mother Lucina pointed out 
that the hospital is not a mem- 
ber of the local Community 
Chest as are many St. Louis 
hospitals. Last time an effort 
was made for chest aid, only 
$2000 was allowed, less than the 
hospital‘s women’s auxiliary ob- 
tains in its own fund campaign, 
she said. 

Overtures for financial aid 
from some of the big industries 
in the Tri-City area have been 
less than successful, although 
the hospital handles emergency 
and routine cases involving 
many employes of these indus- 
tries, she said. 

The original hospital build- 
ing, erected in 1904, now houses 
the nurses’ home and is com- 
pletely inadequate, Mother Lu- 
cina said. The school was 
opened in 1921, shortly after

CLEANING FLUID 
IN SEWER CAUSES 
SCARE DOWNTOWN 


A strong odor of gas, which 
turned out to be from a harm- 
less, non-explosive cleaning 
fluid, aroused concern among 
city officials for the safety of 
the downtown area for awhile 
today.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP) 
Frank (Pappy) Noel, Associated 
Press photographer heid captive 
by the North Korean Reds 32 
months, has been awarded the 
Bronze Star medal by the Navy 
for his “indomitable courage.” 

Noel, 54 years old, accredited 
to the First Marine Division, 
dared enemy fire to save wound- 
ed Marines and was himself cap- 
tured and held in a prisoner of 
war camp despite several at- 
tempts to escape. 

The medal, for distinguished | 
combat service, is to be present- | 
ed at a date to be set later by 
Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Thomas in behalf of President 
Eisenhower.

N VIEW of the appellate decision upholding the McCarran 
Internal Security Act of 1950, the way was clear today for a|% 
Supreme Court ruling on whether the Communist party falls 


under the restrictions of this anti-subversive law. 


As was expected, the Com-‘ 


munist party, which had peti- 
tioned for court review of a 
Subversive Activities Control 
Board order, announced that it 
would appeal from yeSterday’s 
decision the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. That court, 
in the first ruling on the statute, 
upheld all basic provisions of 
the law which were attacked in 
the Communist party case. These 
would require the Communist 
party to register as a subversive 
agency dominated by Moscow. 
Delay for Appeal. 

Joseph Forer, one of the at- 
torneys for the Communist party 
in the case, called the appeals 
court’s decision “completely 
wrong.” The appeal he an- 
nounced would delay any Gov- 
ernment action to compel the 
party to register. 

It was emphasized that the 
ruling did not involve the law’s 
sections applying to co-called 
Communist front organizations. 

Judges E. Barrett Prettyman 
and John A. Danaher upheld the 
law; Judge David L. Bazelon dis- 


‘sented in the two-to-one ruling 


sustaining the provisions of the 
law pertaining to the Commu- 
nist party. A detailed 76-page 
opinion was written by Judge 
Prettyman. Judge Bazelson’s dis- 
sent was confined to one point, 
the allegation that the law vio- 
lates the Fifth Amendment, 
which states “no person... 
shall be compelled in any crim- 
inal case to be a witness against 
himself.” 

The McCarran Act defines a 
Communist- action organization 
and states three actions to be 
unlawful. These are for any per- 
son to agree with another per- 
son to contribute to the estab- 
lishment in this country of a 
totalitarian dictatorship con- 
troled by a foreign organization 
(except by constitutional amend- 
ment); for an officer or employe 
of the United States to com- 
municate to any agent of a for- 


eign government or of any Com- 


munist organization. any infar- 
mation classified as affecting the 
security of this country, and 
fer any foreign or Communist 
— to receive such informa- 
tion. 

Speedup on Several Cases. 

The effect of the decision, in 
the opinion of Thomas J. Her- 
bert, Subversive Control Board 
chairman, will hg to accelerate 
action on several pending “Com- 
munist-front” cases. 

He said the ruling also would 
put the board “in a position to 
expedite further the processing 
of new cases” filed by the De- 
partment of Justice in accord- 
ance with the recently-enacted 
Communist Control Act of 1954. 

This act pertains particularly 
to Communist-controlled labor 
unions, putting them in the same 
position as Communist fronts. 
It was known that the Justice 
Department was working on sev- 
eral possible prosecutions, but 
there was no indication when 
they would be forthcoming. 

The board, established under 
the act, which was sponsored by 
the late Senator Pat McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, has been doing 
what was regarded as an excel- 
lent job of determining the facts 
in cases involving Communists 
and Communist-front organiza- 
tions. This relieves the courts 
of much effort and the majority 
opinion took favorable note of

A number of party leaders 
have been convicted under the 
Smith Act, which was upheld 
by the Supreme Court in 1951. 

Dissenting Argurfient. 

Judge Bazelon argued that 
the registration requirement was 
contrary to the Fifth Amend- 
ment, saying: 

“Suppose an act of Congress 
required bands of bank robbers 
to file with the Attorney Gen- 
eral statements of their member- 
ship and activities, and imposed 
criminal penalties upon their 
leaders and members for failure 
to do so. Such an act would 
compel individuals to disclose 
their connection with a criminal 
conspiracy. No argument could 
reconcile such an act with the 
Fifth Amendment’s command. 


“The registration provisions of 
the Internal Security Act of 
1950 are similar. They compel 
individuals, under criminal pen- 
alties, to disclose intimate asso- 
ciation with the Communist par- 
ty, a disclosure which the 
Supreme Court has held to be 
incriminatory.” 


The majority stated the mem- 
bership records of an organiza- 
tion are ‘not protected by the 
privilege of the Fifth Amend- 
ment, observing that if a grand 
jury subpenaed the membership 
roster of the party the custo- 
dian of the list, whether or not 
he was an officer or member, 
would be required to produce it. 


Addressed to Organization. 


“We have before us an order,” 
said the majority, ‘addressed to 
an organization as such; it is 
not addressed to any individual.

The Massachusetts Bay Puritans were in some 


way an odd lot. From careless teachers we gath- 
ered that these theocrats in their tapered high 
hats were dour and cold, almost as imperiously 
strait-laced as Daniel Chester French’s statue. 
But the Winthrops, Mathers and Sewells really 
had as quick an eye for a properly pretty maid 
as for an hostile Indian, They had a nice taste 
for a glass of iberian port and drank even more 
West Indian rum. Indeed when old Eleazar 
Wheelock went into the wilderness to convert 
the Indian he is said to have put about as much 
reliance on rum as on the Bible. 

To the Puritans’ great loss, however, they 
never found the Scriptures persuasive enough— 
at least not Luke’s story of the Nativity—to in- 
duce them to celebrate the heart-warming feast 
of Christmas. Like that sword of inflamed right- 
eousness, Oliver Cromwell, they felt it was too 
closely associated with the King’s Established 
Church and with the Pope’s Roman Church. That 
surely was a strange way of judging by the cele- 
brants rather than the celebrated. But Massa- 
chusetts persisted in this attitude for more than 
200 years. Within remembened days, Hezekiah 
Butterworth wrote in St. Nicholas: 


There were no Christmas celebrations in 
my old Puritan home in Swanzey, such as 
we have in all New England homes today. 
No church bells rung out in the darkening 
December air; there were no children’s car- 
ols learned in Sunday school; no presents, 
and not even a sprig of box, ivy, or pine in 
any window. 

By decree of the Great and General Court of 


Massachusetts, the celebration of Christmas was 


against the law. 
o oa . 


Yet there was one slight way in which it was 
observed; that was by the making and burning of 
a quill candle. This was a candle with a little 
quill of gunpowder at the end of the wick. When 
it burned down it gave, according to the tem- 
perament of the maker, just a squib and a puff 
or a very bright and loud explosion. Maybe the 
force and power of these explosions was accu- 
mulated and preserved in some mysterious way 
until strong enough to move even legislators. 
Anyway, the General Court finally legalized 
Christmas in 1859. 


Then Boston took to celebrating with a quiet 
splendor nct equalled in many places. Anybody 
who has been on Beacon Hill on Christmas Eve 
knows this. In the windows of every one of the 
soft rose-brick houses along Beacon street, Mount 
Vernon street, Joy street and Louisburg Square 
a candle burns. The white fan-lights are illumi- 
nated. The doors are unlocked. And if a feather- 
soft snow happens to be falling, one is engulfed 
in beauty and glory. But snow or no snow, 
everybody is in the streets of the Hill that night. 

There are many little clusters singing the 
Christmas carols, and there are a few accom- 
plished ones who play them appropriately well 
with hand bells. And after the snow and the 
cold, there is, of course, hospitality on the other 
side of the unlocked doors. On the Hill it is easy 
to see the Holy Night is also the Joyful Night. 


But one need not go to Boston for that lesson. 
Most of the world knows it—although altogether 
too much under the impression that peace and 
good will are for this night only. But if that is 
the way it must be for a time, why, let us make 
all the more of this Christmas Eve. Let us raise 
a larger tree and decorate it more splendidly. Let 
us tie bigger bunches of holly and juniper to the 
doors with brighter bows of red. Let us light 
candles in every street-facing window, instead of 
only one. Let us sing more carols and wrap gifts 
more splendidly. Let us enjoy the play of the 
little children and the dancing of the young men 
and young women. Let us, by all means, have 
more mistletoe than ever before. 

Above all else, let us have an insubstantial 
but nevertheless real quill candle: the quick, 
clear perception that peace is easier for men 
than anything else they strive for—if only they 
are of géod will. That thought could make all 
our Christmases merry, and all our other days, 
too. 

Unlike the Puritans, let us not raise a law 
against another man’s feast or another man's 
joy; it is our feast, too, and our joy. 

Let us be as wise as the Ass and the Ox 
praised by Dorothy L. Sayers, and let us borrow 
the rest of her carol: 

The Ass sali to the Oz, said he, all on a 

Christmas Day: 
“Do you hear the golden bridles come clink- 
ing out of the East? j 
Those are the three wise Mages that ride 
from far away 
To Bethlehem in Jewry to have their lore 
increased... .

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What Kind of Power Inquiry 

An anti-monopoly investigation of the Dixon- 
Yates contract and power company operations 
generally, such as is being proposed by Senator 
Kefauver of Tennessee, seems rather an indirect 
way of going about a needed piece of business. 

A really productive investigation can be made 
only if the investigators have the proper scope 
and if there are not too many investigating 
groups fzlling over each other in the process. 
There appears to be no doubt that one inquiry 
should be conducted by the Senate-House Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee, of which Senator 
Anderson of New Mexico is scheduled to be 
chairman. 

In addition to this nec ily-limited investi- 
gation, there should be a broad inquiry into 
what is happening to the public power systems 
of the country. Are they being deliberately

starved for electricity, are they being deliber- 
ately put at the mercy of their avowedly bit- 
terest enemies, those private power companies 
which have never given up the hope of killing 
off public power?

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No Invasion of Rights As of Now 

The United States Court of Appeals at Wash- 
ington, the court which is often said to rank 
next to the Supreme Court because it sends so 
many important cases to the highest tribunal, 
has just ruled in a leading test case involving 
the Communist party. The decision goes against 
the Communist party's legal argument in a 2-to-1 
decision with three Judges participating. 

Judge E. Barrett Prettyman, speaking for him- 
self and Judge John A. Danaher, holds that the 
Communist party in the United States may be re- 
quired to register under the Internal Security 
Act of 1950 as foreign-dominated. Specifically, 
Judges Prettyman and Danaher say that because 
of this foreign control the Communist party may 
be required to account for its contributions and 
expenditures and to list its members, all without 
depriving any citizens of their constitutional 
rights. 

This is a wholly defensible view legally, in our 
opinion, as well as one that squares with the 
facts of the world as it is today. The delivery of 
a membership list is a fair demand on an organi- 
zation which is nota political party in the sense 
that the Republican and Democratic parties are 
political bodies, but is in effect the conspira- 
torial agent of a foreign state. 


The third member of the Court of Appeals 
who participated, Judge David L. Bazelon, op- 
poses the forced registration of the Communist 
party membership and the disclosure of facts as 
to funds on the grounds that these demands 
amount tc requiring persons to give testimony 
against themselves. Judge Bazelon is not for 
shielding the Communist party; he is bent on 
protecting the guarantee against forced self-in- 
crimination set forth in the Constitution’s Fifth 
Amendment. 


Judge Bazelon’s concern might well be a 
proper one in a specific case. But so far there 
is mo specific case. No citizen has said that en- 
forcement of this act of Congress becomes a 
violation of the Fifth Amendment in his own 
individual case and therefore impairs a right 
of his that is guaranteed by the Constitution. 

That specific question will need to await a 
later test. Meantime the first question of whether 
a so-called poljtical party can be required to 
register as a foreign-dominated subversive 
agency is on its way to the Supreme Court with 
two lower court decisions in strong support. 
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Parking Problem Solved 


Those who looked to a growing popularity of 
the American counterpart of the European sports 
car as at least a partial solution of the parking 
problem must be disappointed. The American 
two-seaters may be low, but they are also long. 

There is, however, no need to give way to 
despair. There is something much better on the 
horizon. Erwin D. Schlaphoff has just taken out 
a patent on a folding motor scooter. The handle 
bars come back over the seat and the front 
wheel folds against the back one. What's more, 
the gadget can be tucked into a bag (no extra 
charge) so that the driver can carry it into house 
or office. No parking problem at all. 

Many a man may say there is no market in the 
automobile-proud United States for Mr. Schlap- 
hoff’s vehicle. But pO gallate it in last 
night’s rush-hour tr fie; awe are not so sure. 
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Second Time Around 

This may be unfounded, but it is hard to es- 
cape the suspicion that the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s heart glows most warmly for public 
housing before elections. 

After the election of 1952, the President ap- 
pointed as housing administrator a defeated Con- 
gressman who was chiefly distinguished by hav- 
ing fought public housing at every possible op- 
portunity. As the election of 1954 hove on the 
horizon, Mr. Cole seemed to undergo a transfor- 
mation. He was no longer a bitter enemy of pub- 
lic housing, but a moderate friend, supporting a 
moderate Administration program which could 
be touted before the low-income groups as proof 
of social conscience. 

Well, the election of 1954 is now history and 
the country gets a curious replay of the old rec- 
ord. The President appoints as general counsel 
of the Housing and Home Finance Agency—a 
housing post second in importance only to Ad- 
ministrator Cole’s—another defeated Congress- 
man who also, by a strange coincidence, is dis- 
tinguished by having voted against public hous- 
ing at every available opportunity. Furthermore, 
in order to get Oakley Hunter of California into 


the job, the White House has to dismiss out of. 


hand a career official, Berchmans T. Fitzpatrick, 
whom Mr. Cole had sought to retain. 

It is an old rule of human behavior that if you 
want to get something done you should have it 
done by somebody who believes in it. One more 
appointment of an anti-public-housing ex-Con- 
gressman to the housing agency will almost con- 
vince us that the Administration is not really 
much interested in public housing . . . at any 
time.

If the news in the American Aviation Daily, 
aviation industry publication in Washington, is 
to be relied on, Senators Cooper of Kentucky 
and Ferguson of Michigan each have been of- 
fered a seat on the Civil Aeronautics Board.

Soviet and the Franco-Soviet 
treaties of guarantee against 
Germany, which come down 
from the war period, will lapse. 

In seeking to decipher the 
meaning of these “surface mani- 
festations,"” we may begin by 
noting that the first of the two 
themes is directed to the Ger- 
mans and that the second is di- 
rected to Great Britain and 
France. 

On the surface the two themes 
are not consistent if we treat 
them as mere propaganda. For 
while the great majority of the 
Germans care very much about 
reunification, the plain truth is 
that in Britain and France re- | 
unification is not regarded as/| 
urgent or, under foreseeable con- 
ditions in the near future, very 
desirable. A Soviet threat not to 
agree to German reunification 
does not now frighten Paris and 
London. 


Bonn’s Answer to Moscow. 


On the other hand, the Anglo- 
and Franco-Soviet treaties of 
guarantee are directed against 
the Germans. The threat to ab- 
rogate those treaties causes no 
dismay in Germany. Thus the 
Soviet government is telling the 
Germans that they will not 
achieve their own unification if 
they ratify, and they are telling 
the British and French that they 
will not have Soviet support 
against a revival of German ag- 
gression. 

The two themes do not seem 
to fit together, and it is tempt- 
ing to assume that the Soviet 
government is merely using all 
the sticks it can lay its hands on 
to beat the dog. 

It is evident, though, that the 
Soviet campaign has made an 
impression in Paris and Bonn, 
but particularly in Bonn. On 
Monday Chancellor Adenauer 
made a remarkable move. He

Thus to the Soviet threat that 
ratification will not make reuni- 
fication possible, the Bonn gov- 
ernment has replied that nego- 
tiation, if Germany is reunified, 
will be open. 


France Sees New Danger. 


This amounts to saying to 
Moscow: If you will agree to 
German reunification, you will 
find that a reunited Germany is 
no longer committed to the 
London-Paris accords. 

Prof. Grewe’s opinion is not 
new. The three Western foreign 
ministers said the same thing at 
Berlin last winter. It has never 
been true that Western Ger- 
many could legally bind the 
whole of Germany. It has al- 
ways been true that a reunited 
Germany coujd make its own 
sovereign commitments. 

This explains why,the Soviet 
threat te abrogate the Franco- 
Soviet treaty is being taken 
rather seriously in Paris. For it 
amounts to saying that the So- 
viet government will not try by 
four-power arrangements to con- 
tain a united Germany but in- 
stead that it will try to negotiate 
its own arrangements with Ger- 
many. That is what Prof. 
Grewe’s opinion shows is legal- 
ly permissible. Considering the 
timing of its publication, it can- 
not have been meant to be un- 
inviting to the Soviets. 


The Problem Still There. 


The practical conclusion that 
we may draw from all this is 
that while the Soviet campaign 
will probably not prevent ratifi- 
cation, it is not merely super- 
ficial bluff in the sense that the 
Soviet government will in the 
end accept the accomplished fact. 

Ratification is necessary to the 
order of the Western world and 


it should be pushed through as 
rapidly as possible. But we are 
on notice from Bonn and from 


Moscow that the basic question |: 


of Germany’s position in Europe 
will not be settled by ratifica- 
tion. 

We shall be entering a period 
of complicated dealings over 
whether United Germay is to be 
allied with the West, whether it 
is to remain in the middle, or 
whether it is to be allied with 
the East. 

Yet the problem would still be 
there if ratification were refused 
or were postponed. There would 
be only more confusion and dis- 
sension without altering the hard 
basic facts of the German situa- 
tion: that Germany can be re- 
united only with the consent of 
the Soviet Union, and that a 
reunited Germany cannot be 
bound by the commitments of 
Western Germany. 

The best course for the West 
is to ratify—but to have no

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—The 
‘Republic of Colombia yesterday 
was granted a $25,000,000 loan 
by the International Monetary 
Fund to assist it in liquidating 
arrears of overseas debt, mostly 
owed to exporters in the United 
States. 

The fund waived its require- 
ment that no country can with- 
draw more than 25 per cent of 
its quota to give Colombia a loan 
equal to 50 per cent of its quota. 

Before the doffee crisis start- 
ing last August, Colombia had 
$267,000,000 in gold and foreign 
exchange reserves, but lost 
about $85,000,000 of these as a 
result of the decline in coffee 
prices, which affected Brazil 
and other Latin American coun- 


tries as well.

He wants his neigh- 
borhood rehabilitated and main- 
tained, a light put on his corner, 
the street cleaned, the empty 
firetrap down the street re- 
placed. He wants a better, less 
crowded school for his children 
and more chances for them to 
have social activity and recre- 
ation outside the growing ,juve- 
nile gangs.

Five Donahues through the years may be a trifle sudsy, but 
it never gets mawkish. It is glib, knowing, convincing and 
usually heart-warming. But what makes “Show Business” 


so good is chiefly the way it allows all its stars to shine at 


their best. They're Ethel Merman, Dan Dailey, Doyald 
O'Connor, Johnny Ray and Mitzi Gaynor (the Donahue 
quintet) and Marilyn Monroe as a disturbing factor. 


That they all get a chance to strut their stuff equally 
well is one of the wonders of the musical. As the vaudeville 
song and dance team (operating against settings so rich no 
vaudeville circuit could have afforded them) Miss Merman 
and Dailey are a textbook on how to put a song across. 
Ethel belts them in that fire-siren, electric way of hers. 
Dan is all vibrant personality and pattering feet. They run 
through “Midnight Choochoo.” “Simple Melody,” “You'd 
Be Surprised,” and “A Pretty Girl Is Like a Meledy.” They 
and the kids. now grown up, give "Alexander's Rag-Time 
Band.” the most resounding send-off it’s ever had—a couple 
of hundred people constantly on the stage, five nationalistic 
treatments, and all narrowing down to Johnny at a grand 
piano throbbing it out. That should take care of “Alexander” 
for quite a while. 


Miss Monroe throws a lot of husky-throated sex, sinuous 
body and insinuating innuendo into “After You Get What 
You Want You Don't Want It.” She gives the same treatment 
to a solo, “Heat Wave,” and teams with Mitzi and Donald in 
a bright number, “Lazy.” Her singing style may be strictly 
synthetic, but is fascinating to behold. I can't imagine any- 
one ignoring it. 

O'Connor is terrific. Singing, dancing, miming, clown- 
ing, in his more serious moments, he’s a standout, just 
about the best young musical comedy talent existent. His 
dancing to a new song, “A Man Chases a Girl Until She 
Catches Him,” through and around patio fountains, and 
even with the aid of the statutes of nymphs come to life, is 
of the caliber of a Gene Kelly. The lithe- Miss Gaynor is 
always pert and attractive. She duos effectively with Miss 
Merman in the amusing new ditty, “A Sailor Is Not a 
Sailor ‘Till He Has Been Tattooed.” Ray, as the boy who 
becomes a priest, sings “If You Believe,” a song with a 
religious theme which Berlin wrote in 1930 and never before 
used in a show. Ray's voice isn't good—as a voice. But he | 
sends a song with such intensity, almost fanaticism, that he 
sells it like a Jolson, 


Richard Eastham, the St. Louis baritone (who doesn’t 
sing here) makes his Hollywood debut as a producer. Robert 
Alton’s staging of the dance numbers is dazzling, even if 
he sometimes has to sacrifice stylization and cleverness for 
sheer hugeness. 


Adventure in the Deep 


We all have seen so much of ocean-going submarines 
in action, sea divers with aqua-lungs, and atomic explosions 
in the movies, we have read enough about atomic power, 
and electric power has become so commonplace, that one 
likely would be no more than politely 
impressed that Jules Verne wrote about 
these things in 1870 in his novel, “20,000 
LEAGUES UNDER THE SEA,” sometime 
before they were successful or practical. 
But the Walt Disney motion picture on the 
Frenchman's novel, opening tomorrow at 
the ORPHEUM, is a fascinating piece of 
cinema because it captures Verne’s spirit of high adventure 
and vaulting imagination. Verne was the forerunner of a 
flock of modern science fictionists, but he still stands out 
because he had the true story-teller’s genius, a quality 
something like that of Dumas and Stevenson. 


So is this tall tale, lustily and grippingly told. Director 
Richard Fleischer has composed some telling scenes. The 
submarine Nautilus, disguised to look like a ‘deep-sea mon- 
ster with glaring eyes and spiny back, with a long ramming 
prow like a swordfish’s bill, is there as described by the 
author, and so are the lush Victorian horrors of Capt. 
Nemo’s cabin, even to the organ. The funeral on the sea 
floor and the undersea hunting scenes have the effect of 
eerie ballets. We see the repelling of the New Guinea 
cannibals by electric shock, the desperate battle with the 
giant squid and the suspenseful blowing up of Nemo’s base 
to prevent it falling into the hands of a hateful warlike 
power, with mushroom explosions that seem borrowed from 
films of Bikini and Enwetok. 


A black-bearded James Mason lends a Gothic air of 
tragedy to the scene and dignity to the story as Capt. Nemo. 
It is Mason’s usual thoroughly competent job. Kirk Douglas 
is overly theatrical as the tough harpoonist, Ned Land, but 
Paul Lukas and Peter Lorre are believable as Prof. Arron- 
nax and his assistant. 


There were, incidentally, several strange lapses in 
Verne’s prolific scientific imagination. It is peculiar that a 
man who pictured before their time an electrically lit and 
controlled submarine, run by what is hinted as being atomic 
power, and having a diving chamber and free diving suits 
for its crew, did not think of a periscope and self-propelled 
torpedo, but had his submarine fight on the surface, and by 
ramming; and that he did not think of a motor for the 
submarine's skiff. Furthermore though there are underwater 
guns in the film, no actual firearms are seen on the sub 
and the squid has to be attacked with harpoons and axes, 


Almost Human 


“HANSEL AND GRETEL” at the PAGEANT, introduces 
some amazing new puppets called ‘“‘kinemins,” which were 
developed under the supervision of producer Michael 
Myerberg over 15 years of experimentation. They are elec- 
tronicaily controlled through intricate armatures inside 


them, so that they perform human motions 
and expressions in so life-like a manner 
that with the dubbed-in voices, after a few 
minutes of watching them you begin to 
think of them almost as human. The fig- 
ures are about one-third life size.

- Personality in Glasses 


HE people who design glasses 
T these days must know a lot 

about psychology. Their 
frames have personality with a 
capital “P.” No more the lost or 
bewildered or owlish ... nowa- 
days, a brighter, more alert 
YOU! What you must learn is to 
play up the yes. 

Makeup gains more impor- 
tance when you wear glasses. To 
make lashes look fuller and pret- 
tier, dip a cotton ball into pow- 
der and press onto your closed 
lids before applying mascara. 
Curl lashes upward to keep them 
from brushing the lens. 


Select glasses that follow the 
natural brow line. Pencil the 
brows, if necessary, just as any- 
one else accents the eyes, Apply 
the rouge with a feathery touch, 
blending it up and under the 
rim of the glasses, just avoiding 
the eye socket so as not to create 
a shadow.

Don’t deny its 
possibilities until you've tried on 
a pair with dafk inky frames, 
or wires around the lenses simi- 
lar to Benjamin Franklin’s. 
(Think of the mind that lurked 
behind those tiny frames!)

Chicken Pineapple Casserole 


Ingredients: One frying chick- 
en (about 212 pounds ready-to- 
cook weight), four tablespoons 
flour, one teaspoon salt, one- 
sixteenth teaspoon pepper, one- 
fourth cup butter, one-half cup 
chicken broth, one No. 2 can 
pineapple chunks (well drained), 
one orange, sugar, nutmeg, two 
teaspoons cornstarch, two table- 
spoons cooking sherry. 

Method: Have chicken cut into 
about 10 pieces; clean in cold 
water and dry. Mix flour, salt 
and pepper. Roll chicken pieces 
in flour mixture. Melt butter 


in large (9 or 10 inches) skillet; ~ 


add chicken and brown on both 
sides. Place chicken pieces in 
casserole; add chicken broth. 
Cover and bake in moderate 
(350 degrees) oven about 25 min- 
utes. Then remove from oven; 
add pineapple. Cut orange in 
six round slices and place over 
chicken. Sprinkle each slice of 
orange with one-half teaspoon 
sugar and a little nutmeg. In- 
crease oven heat to 375 degrees 
and bake chicken, covered, 15 
minutes longer or until tender 
when tested with a fork. Ar- 
range chicken, pineapple and 
orange slices on serving platter. 
Pour liquid in baking pan into 
skillet chicken was browned in. 
Mix two ‘teaspoons cornstarch 
with two tablespoons sherry 
until smooth; add to skillet. Cook 
and stir until thickened and 
bubbly; pour over chicken. Serve 
at once. Makes four to five serv- 
ings.

Allergic Children 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F your child is a behavior problem, perhaps he is simply 

allergic. Finding the food or mold or dust to which 

a child is allergic and treating the allergy may solve the 
behavior problem. That is the experiénce reported by 
Kansas City Dr. Frederic Speer, a specialist in child 
diseases. : 

Though Dr. Speer isn’t the first to report a relationship 
between allergy and behavior in children, he has directed 
attention to other allergies than those from food as also 
causing behavior problems. " 

As a matter of history, Dr. B. R. Hoobler in 1916 


described a group of allergic children as “restiess, fretful, 


and sleepless.” Six years later Dr. W. R. Shannon first 


published a report recognizing that behavior disturbances . 


could be the only evidence of allergy. Other doctors since 
have repeatedly referred to a relationship between behavior 
disturbances and allergy in children. 


=x * x 

THESE BEHAVIOR TROUBLES include a child ap- 
pearing “spoiled” and often crying easily. Parents often 
describe such children as nervous, jittery or high-strung. 

On the other hand, the child may appear sluggish 
or listless. Younger children follow their mothers about 
complaining of being tired or even come in from play 
to lie down. Worse fatigue is displayed by vague wide- 
spread aching, particularly legache at night in bed. 

These symptoms can be due to other causes. But 
allergy is a definite possibility. For instance, a 1l-year-old 
boy was brought to the doctor because he had become 
irritable and difficult to manage. Because he had had 
colic as a newborn infant and now had some nose stuffiness, 
the doctor thought of allergy. Skin tests showed the 
baby was sensitive to one of the molds. 

Injections were started to lessen his sensitivity to this 
mold. Within three weeks, his excessive frritability and 
incorrigibility disappeared. The following April, at the 
beginning of the mold season, his behavior became worse. 
Treatment again restored his even disposition. 


x « * 

ANOTHER LITTLE BOY lost his sunny disposition 
when he was 3 years old. He became hard to manage. 
There didn’t seem to be anything in the family relations 
or in his own physical condition to account for this. 
However, as a year-old infant, he had been restless, unable 
to relax enough to take maps and whiny and cross as 
a result of a milk allergy. Since then he had been kept 
away from milk. 

A likely explanation for his present behavior problem 
seemed to lie in finding further allergy. This wasn’t easy. 
Skin tests offered no help. Egg elimination, which often 
works, didn’t relieve this boy.- Finally when corn was 
eliminated from his diet, he recovered from his restlessness 
and irritability. But when the boy was fed corn again, 
he had one of his worse days, being unusually wild and 
hard to get to sleep. Taking away corn the second time 
solved the problem. 

As long as this boy does not eat popcorn or other 
forms of corn and stays away from milk, he is a happy, 
normal child.

A Better Christmas for Willard Watts 


St. Louisan Remembers How He Spent Holiday 10 Years Ago as Prisoner of War in Japan

HETHER Christmas day 

finds him at home in St. 

Louis with his family or on 
the job as a railroad dining car 
steward, Willard Watts will be 
remembering that just 10 years 
ago he was a homesick and hun- 
gry prisoner of war on the other 
side of the world, rehearsing 
for a Christmas play and won- 
dering if he would live to cele- 
brate another holiday season in 
the traditional American way. 

The “theater” where the play 
was presented was a drafty, 
bomb-scarred prison camp build- 
ing in Japan. The audience was 
made up of American prisoners 
of war who were trying to*con- 
jure up for one brief moment in 
a year of misery the “ghost of 
Christmases past.” 

They were remembering the 
Christmas days they had spent 
in their American homes. Now, 
after four years of hunger and 
privation, of rice and fish soup 
meals and frequent beatings, 
they were ready to celebrate 
Christmas while enemy guards 
stood by and laughed at them. 
All year they had saved scraps 
of bright-colored and silvered 
paper and had made crude deco- 
rations. One man had dared to 
bring in a little tree. 

Their play was Dickens’s “A 
Christmas Carol.” One of the 
men in the prison camp remem- 
bered much of it and labori- 
ously, in the few leisure hours 
he had, wrote it out in pencil 
and assigned the roles to the 
men. 

Watts, a Marine from St. 
Louis, already had organized a 
quartet and went from room to 
room on the evenings before 
Christmas, singing Christmas 
carols. Strangely enough they 
were stopped only once. 

“We didn’t know it, but on 
that occasion, a Japanese gen- 
eral was in the camp building,” 
he recalled. “He ordered the 
singing stopped and the guards 
made us stand at attention for 
several hours as punishment.” 

As a private first class, Watts 
was later cited for “heroic serv- 
ice” in organizing entertainment 
and helping to “save many men 
from severe mental suffering.” 

“Due to the labor he was 
forced to do for the Japanese, 
the lack of food and adequate 
clothing and the attitude of the 
Japanese, all the work necessary 
in the preparation and giving of 
these entertainments was done 


at considerable danger to his. 


health and well-being,” the cita- 
tion read. “Private First Class 
Watts never hesitated, but so 
well did his part thatthe morale 
and co-operative spirit of the 
barracks was brought from an 
extremely low point to a high 
level.” 

The prisoners, many of whom 
had been captured on Guam just 
two days after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, looked forward to 
Christmas for 364 dreary and 
pain-filled days every year. That 
was one of the few. days when 
Red Cross boxes—supposed to 
reach them every week or so— 
actually got into their hands. 
And Red Cross boxes meant 
enough food for a brief time. 

From Dec. 26 until the next 
Christmas Eve they would keep 
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MR. AND MRS. WILLARD WATTS AND THEIR CHILDREN, SHERYL, 7, AT LEFT, WILLARD JR.. 6, AND

Enamel Finish for Plywood. 


ETTING a smooth enamel 
finish. on fir plywood used 
for walls is sort of like get- 
ting old—it can be done but it 
takes time. One way to speed 
up the process and also to save 
on paint is to cover the plywood 
with unbleached muslin and 
then apply the enamel over this. 
Start out by giving the ply- 
wood surface a prime coat of oil 
paint. Of course, before this 
goes on, cracks and holes in the 
wood should be filled with a 
wood filler and any nail heads 
driven below the wood surface. 
When the prime coat is dry, 
apply the muslin to the walls 
using an ordinary wallpaper 
paste as an adhesive. Sections of 
the muslin should be joined 
with a nice tight butt joint and 
this can be accomplished by al- 
lowing the edges to overlap a 
couple of inches and then cut- 
ting through the two layers with 
a razor blade. After the cut has 
been made the waste strips of 
the fabric can be removed and 
you'll have a nice tight joint. 
Allow the paste to dry thor- 
oughly and then the muslin can 
be coated with a glue size. When 
this is dry you can apply the 
enamel undercoater followed by 
a coat or two of enamel. If all 
goes well you'll have a nice 
smooth job and as the muslin 
under the enamel has a little 
“give” to it, the chances of the 
enamel chipping from a blow 
will be decreased considerably. 
Of course, this isn’t the only

method of getting an enamel 
finish on plywood. If you prefer, 
you can apply the fir plywood 
primer and follow this with the 
undercoater and the finish coats. 
Trouble here is that you may 
find it necessary to do consider- 
able sanding between coats of 
enamel and it may be that you'll 
have to use a good many coats 
of enamel to get a perfectly 
smooth surface.

Japanese were very cocky. They 
would get us up at 5 a.m. and 
march us five miles to the place 
where their men were in train- 
ing and we would be lined up 
to watch them on maneuvers.” 


With the passing months and 
years, as the men were taken to 
Japan and shifted from one 
camp to another, the harsh 
prison discipline became an ac- 
cepted way of life and they 
were able to dream and plan 
and sing Christmas carols to 
keep their spirits up. 


“Of course, the guards told 
us that it was ridiculous to cel- 
ebrate Christmas and they 
would stand around and watch 
us and giggle like schoolgirls on 
their first date. They thought 
we should be putting up idols 
ta of Christmas decora- 

ons.” 


However, even in the prison 
camp, Christmas meant no work 
and a welcome change in the 
diet. The Red Cross boxes 
brought each man a can of 
powdered milk, a can of Spam, 
a can of corned beef and two 
chocolate bars in addition to 10 
packages of cigarettes. 


“We rationed it to make it 
last,” Watts recalls. “One 
Christmas, our group was being 
moved with another bunch who 
had been captured in the Philip- 
pines, and they hadn't received 
their Red Cross boxes. My 
candy was stolen by a young boy 
who had made the death march 
on Bataan. As punishment, the 
officers told him he had to give 
me part of his food every third 
day. ‘ 

“I couldn’t take it. I could 
be the meanest guy in the world 
and still not take food from a 
guy who is hungry when I’m 
hungry, too.” 

In their common misery, the 
men developed a cameraderie 
and loyalty that bound them to- 
gether and made them take beat- 
ings as a group before inform- 
ing on one individual and per- 
mitting him to be punished. 

“The officers weren't allowed 
to work, so they got even less 
food than the rest of us did,” 
Watts said. “We enlisted men 
would have a cup of rice and a 
bowl .of fish soup for breakfast 
and dinner, and every morning 
we would line up and be given 


containers of rice about as big 
as a cigar box. That was our 
lunch. 

“The officers were given less 
than that, so if we could find 
anything to eat during the day 
when we were on work detail we 
would bring it to them in the 
evening. Sometimes, we could 
steal a potato or an onion. The 
only time I was sick during the 
entire four years, some of the 
other fellows somehow were 
able to obtain an egg for me 
and soft-boiled it. 


o + * 
¢ F WAS one of the fortunate 
J ones though, and I tried to 
take good care of myself 
so I wouldn't get sick. But at 
one of the camps we were in a 
shell of a building that didn't 
even have a floor in it. A lot of 
the fellows got pneumonia and 
all we had to treat it was as- 
pirin. For a time there, we were 
losing 10“er 12 fellows every 
day.” 5% 
Watts said the survivors really 
doubted that they would ever 
see home again. 


“The guards had told us that 
if the Americans attacked Japan 
we would be executed, so when 
the bombers started coming over, 
we figured if the Americans 
didn't get us the Japanese 
would,” he said. 

“Whenever we would be out 
working and a bomber would 
come over, the guards would 
lock us all in the hold of a ship 
or in a boxcar and all we could 
do was to huddle there and 
listen to the bombs and hope 
they wouldn’t hit us. Our build- 
ings weren't marked so there 
was no way the bombers could 
tell that prisoners were there. 

“But not long after Christmas 
of 1944, we were told we were 
moving to what the guards called 
a ‘safe place,’ which was a joke 
since the bombs were falling all 
around us. News of the end 
of the war came to us in such 
a way that we weren't much 
surprised. W- didn’t have to 
work for about a week, and there 
was no air action. One of our 
officers then received permis- 
sion to radio the Eighth Army 
and we were told to disarm the 
guards and take over the prison. 

“Here we were, sick and weak 
and without any weapons, and 
we were told to disarm the other 
guys. But it was easy enough. 
Of course, we knew it was court- 
martial if we laid a hand on 
any of them, and anyway the 
most brutal ones had mysteri- 
ously disappeared. 

“Then we took over the whole 
town and stayed there a few 
weeks before we were evacu- 
ated. Finally, I got home in 
time for Thanksgiving of 1945.” 

Since his return, Watts, now 
34 years old, has married and 
with his wife and three chil- 
dren, Sheryl, 7; Willard Jr. 6, 

and Nordys, 15 months, lives in 
an attractive brick bungalow at 
6911 Nashville avenue. For the 
past five years he has been a 
dining car steward for the Gulf, 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad, and 
probably will be working on 
Christmas day. 

“But whether I’m at home o 
on the road, I'll be remember- 
ing those other Christmas days 
and I'll be thankful that I’m in 
America for this one,” he said. 
“One thing those years taught 
me was to really appreciate 
Christmas and I know that after 
that experience I'll never com- 
plain about anything again.”

South said later that he would 
have redoubled, of course, but 
didn’t want the enemy to run 
to five clubs. As far as that was 
concerned, East would have 
been wise to run from the mere 
double, with his freakish distri- 
bution and lack of defensive 
power; and in any ease the 
redouble simply would have 
cost North-South another 200 
points, the. way South played 
the hand. 

West decided to lead the 
heart king rather than a ‘club. 
South won, cashed the ace of 
trumps, then gave West the 
trump king. Since East had 
signalled frantically for a club 
lead, West now sent the jack 
through dummy’s king, and East 
collected his two club tricks, 
then shifted back to hearts. 
South ruffed. went into a pro- 
tracted huddle about the dia- 
mond situation, and ended up 
by guessing wrong for the 
queen. He pointed out to his 
unsympathetic partner that 
since West had shown the heart 
honors and the K-J of spades, 
East “certainly should have” 
the diamond queen for his bid, 
but this plaintive observation 
did nothing to change the final 
result which was down one. 

South obviously should have 
tried to find out something 
about the hand instead of spec- 
ulating about the location of 
the diamond queen. After he 
iost two clubs to East and ruffed 
the heart return; it could cost 
nothing to go to dummy with 
a trump and ruff another heart, 
then to repeat this process. 
When South (in this simple 
plan) ruffed the last heart, he 
would see that West had started 
with only three hearts. Thus, 
East had five hearts, and since 
he was clearly marked with 
seven clubs, this left him with 
only one .diamond. On this 
marked count, it would be fool- 
proof for South finally to lay 
down the diamond ace and 
finesse through West for the 
queen.
